This, how- 
ever, was all re-engraved by St-ti I 
about, CO' years later, us n restoration 
Thcu, some two Ci-ntuncs after it had 
been erected iu the templo of Amenho- 
tep III, Mcrrnptah oust an cnv;ous gazo 
on the fpU'iulid stone niid Ftolc it for 
his own purpose. 


Not taking tbr trouble to rework it 


ho siin]>ly built the face of it into bis 
own wai. and engraved on tho compar- 
atively rough back of Ihe block. At the 
top he fignicd a KCOUO of Ihe king offer- 
ing to Amen, and below an inFciiptiou 
very ueoily as largo AS that of Amcnho- 
tep III oip tlie other side. The painting 
of the acalptoicd figures still remains aA 
ficsh as in tlic day it was done, for, as 
the tablet fell faco forwaid when the 
templu was destioycd, the-side .bclongt 
ing to Mrrenptah lay downward, while. 
that of Aiucnhott'p III was nppermost.
